The present application is rejected for the reason 
stated in the Official Action dated March 14, 2002. 

The written opinion and amendment have been reviewed, 
but do not appear to overcome the reason for rejection. 


The inventions described in all the claims have no inventive step. 

With respect to the point of selecting and operating a necessary sample 
processing unit, it is commonly used means in various fields to stop functions 
other than a required one for the purpose of reducing the electric power. 
Such means is also well known in this field as disclosed in Jpn. Pat. Appln. 
KOKAI Pub. No. 10-49201, for example. No difficulty is found in making the 
present invention by adopting such means to the invention of claim 1. 
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
